UNEMPLOYED FIGHT POLICE 
IN CROWDED LONDON STREET 


Demonstrators Scattered With 
Damage to Spectators in 
Busy Traffic. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 31.—From 
bus top in Oxford street homie- 
going office workers watched a 
lively scrimmage between a crowd 
of unemployed and mounted police 
near Hyde Park, last evening. The 
police charged and scattered the 
demonstrators who were attempt- 
ing to form a procession for a “go- 
slow” march through the business 
part of London at an hour when 
the sidewalks were thronged and 
the streets jammed with motor 
traffic. 

Bandsmen 4roppedé their instru- 
ments; red flags and banners de- 
nouncing the Government were 
trampled under foot; women 
screamed and men sought refuge 
as the mounted police bore down 
on the agitators. In the melee 
there were many battered bowlers, 
lost walking sticks, torn clothing 
and some bruises among the crowds 
of curious, who greatly outnum- 
bered the demonstrators. 

About 600 persons had followed 
the leaders into the People’s Forum 


near the marble arch earlier in the 


afternoon and listened to speeches 
against the Government, demand- 
‘ng the release of communist pris- 
oners from jail. It was after this 
meeting that the unemployed at- 
tempted to re-form. 

Anticipating trouble and a posel- 
ble march on the House of Com- 
mons, several hundred police were 
on duty near the Parliament build- 
ings.

“And other rules are needless- 
ly violated, causing innumerable 
protests which stir up trouble. 
They have even rushed into the 
first game of a double-header and 
arbitrarily stopped play in the last 
period in order to start the second 
game on time.
